Charges of ballot box stuffing 
and other unfair practices at 
campus polling places may be 
lessened if the by-laws to the new 
constitution, adopted Thursday by 
the Student Council, prove work- 
able. 

Tightening election rules, the 
Council voted to require that all 
voting booths be attended by not 
less than one Council member, and 
one representative from each rival 
faction in the election. 

Polling Places Named 
Meeting the demands of the Law 
School, previously unheeded in past 
elections, the new by-laws require 
that “there shall be at least three 
polling places: one in the School 
of Medicine building, one iastihe 
Law School building, one other on 
the campus of the University, and 
such other places as the elections 
committee may direct." 

The by-laws, as well as the new 
constitution adopted last week, be- 
come effective upon approval of 
the President’s Council and the 
Student Life Committee.

The committee will examine the 
record of each of the 26 candi- 
dates and weigh the respective 
amount of work in activities that 
each has done. In this manner 
the winners will be selected. 

This method is vastly different 
from the one used last year. At 
that time organisations on the 
campus nominated candidates for 
the Hall of Fame and the faculty 
committee selected ten winners, 
five men and five women.

Kaveler to Speak 
On Radio Forum 

Program Thursday It Last 
of Series of Three 
on Chemistry 

“Chemistry in the New Deal” 
will be the topic of next Thursday 
night’s Radio Forum. Dr. Herman 
H. Kaveler will be the speaker. 
The program will be broadcast 
over station WMAL at 8:30 and 
will be the third and last of the 
talks devoted to chemistry. 

Dr. Kaveler will trace the im- 
portance of chemistry in our pres- 
ent day setup, and point out how 
chemistry is the significant force 
in our civilization today be- 
cause in its practical application 
we gain freedom from manual 
labor and convenience and protec- 
tion in our living. 

Last Thursday the speaker was 
Clinton C. Knowles, assistant 
professor in chemistry. In his talk 
on “Chemistry in the History of 
America”, . he traced the develop- 
ment of chemistry along with that 
of America. He pointed out that 
one of the most important reasons 
for the colonisation of this country 
was the desire to exploit the ex- 
tensive deposits of minerals which 
the early explorers believed 
existed. 

Professor Knowles traced the 
history of American chemistry 
through the first developments in 
Virginia, mentioning the important 
work of John Winthrop jr., and 
explaining the importance of the 
war of 1812 in stimulating the 
chemical industries. Today, he 
says, the United States produces 
more than three times as much 
sulphuric, acid as does Germany, 
our greatest rival.

These movements may or may not permanently 
succeed, bat it is certain that they cannot succeed 
withont student support. And If they are not sup- 
ported by more students there is great danger that, 
having ceased to advance, they, and perhaps the 
Band itself, will pass quietly into non-existence. 


But No Freshmen 

FTHE Frosh Mixer last week was a nice affair— 
except that there were so few freshmen pres- 
ent that the function must be termed a failure. 

That the mixer failed in result was not because 
there are no new students in school this semester; 
nor does it mean that the idea was not, and Is not, 
a good one. In fact, we believe the plan of “recep- 
tion’' ontlined by the Coordinator to be an excel- 
lent and workable one. 

Failure was due primarily because the freshmen 
were not impressed with the value of attending the 
meeting in the gym and because the dance follow- 
ing wae not made sufflcisntly attractive to them. 

We bslisve that the winter post-registration 
initial freshman function should be put in charge of 
the InUrfraternity and Panheilenic Councils. 

Following the plan used by the Coordinator this 
year, we believe these two groups could and would 
put on a worthwhile function and get the freshmen 
out to it. They know more about putting on ouch 
functions and would have a greater number of in- 
terested persons working toward a successful re- 
ception. 

Since the fraternities and sororities have no 
daflnite rush program at winter registration, they 
would welcome this opportunity of meeting the in- 
coming students. 

A Boxing Team

Such an addition to the present sport fan would 
net be impossible, even this semester. The two 
most important factors neeassary for sash aa addi- 
tion to His program— fighters and spectators— seem 
to as to be favorable to the proposition.

ha could be expected to give a good account of him- 
self in collegiate circles.

These evidences of interest and ability in the 
sport coupled with the natural appeal of the ring 
indicate that adequate material would not be lacking. 

As to the drawing power of the sport, we need 
only to look at results elsewhere to get an ides of 
how collegiate boxing hat canght the fancy of 
sports goers. 

The Navy-Vlrginia meet drew 6,000 with several 
hundred turned away due to lack of accommodations.

Catholic Univer- 
sity drew s capacity crowd week before last when 
It met Duke. 

With proper coaching and tnining of the men 
we have, and with matches arranged with other 
leading universities in this section, boxing ehould 
prove a popular and profitable sport here.

“George Washington University it a msecs of 
young men and women intereatod.in political science 
and government. Its School of Government would 
be Immeasurably benefltted by the addition as a spe- 
cial feature in the form of an OTganiiation molded 
after the National Congress to discuss matters of 
wide national interest at the preaent time. By 
broadcasting proceedings from the floor of such 
an organiutlon, tremendous interest in the School 
of Government would ariee. 

“The only drawback to the plan that I see ie 
the method of chooeing members. The plan calls 
for students elected ae senators and representatives 
by the students registered from each atoto. I should 
think that it would be much more practical to merely 
have the students who are actually interested reg- 
ister, and thereby formulate the organiutlon.” 
sees* 

Richard Mnrphy, speaker of Speakers' Congress, 
says that “The plan Is unnecessarily complex and 
does not guarantee that all students interested in 
public affairs and current problems will have the 
opportunity of etudying and diacuuing them col- 
lectively. 

"After all, the main purpose is to arouse inter- 
est in, and provide for, the discussion of public 
affairs. This hu been dona by the Speakers Con- 
gress ever since it was organised. 

“The recent organiutlon of- ail members of the 
Speakers Congress into standing committees similar 
to those in the Senate will accomplish the objectives 
of creating atudent interest in national problems and 
permit all that are interested to take part.” 

• • * • * 

Charles Chestnut, vice president of the Student 
Council, point* out that to aoma extent thie new 
organisation will provide a "connecting link between 
the Politiconomic Forum and the Speakers Congress. 
The general idea of a 'Little Congress’ is very fine, 
I believe, but I think it is more theoretical than 
practical. However, it is a new suggestion for 
George Wuhlngton and must be tried out. If it 
works, and it probably will after a few adjustments 
are made, then ail well and good; if it fails, it can 
be dropped.” 

Stanley Bobskill, president of the Junior Bar As- 
sociation, says that "Plarson’s plan is an excellent 
theory. At Harvard University there is an organi- 
utlon very much like the one proposed here. The 
Harvard organisation worked beautifully, and one 
could not ask for better. The setup of this new 
‘Little Congreu’ is quite a bit on the order of it, and 
I do not believe that the election plan will prove too 
complicated. 

“It should stimulate interest among the students, 
especially of the School of Government, concerning 
current political problem*. If interest is not shown, 
there most be something very much out-of-order in 
Wuhlngton, which is, u we all know, the gather- 
ing place of politically-minded young men and 
women. 

“There Is on* suggestion, however, that I would 
make. That is to combine the Speakers Congress 
with the new organisation to avoid duplication of 
efforts.”

Proposed Political Set-Up 
Would Change System 
of Courts 


A judicial tribunal to “guaran- 
tee the right to work of every 
wage-earner” was proposed by 
Congressman David J. Lewis of 
Maryland before the Politiconomic 
Forum, an organisation of stu- 
dents representing every state in 
the Union whiph met Sunday at 
tho University Club. 

The proposed judicial set-up 
would change the system of courts 
so as to protect personal as well 
as property rights, and would make 
the industry under which the 
worker falls responsible for his 
maintenance. 

Workers’ Rights 

The speaker pointed out that the 
entire Judicial system in existence 
today is built on the assumption 
that property rights should be con- 
sidered to the exclusion of all 
others. 

Under the new plan a separate 
system of courts would be set up 
to hear cases arising out of ques- 
tions of persoW rights. Workers 
who have been dismissed from in- 
dustries could, upon appeal, have 
their cases brought up before the 
special tribunal. • 

. Industry Responsible 

The proposed plan makes the in- 
dustries responsible for providing 
employment to their workers. Un- 
employed persons must either be 
absorbed by the several industries 
or the industries must provide 
compensation for them during 
periods of Idleness. 

Mr. Lewis has introduced the 
bill, entitled “A Bill to Guarantee 
to Right tp Work”, before Con- 
gress, and it is now before a sub- 
committee. 

The Hon. Charles W. Tobey of 
New Hampshire also spoke at last 
week’s-meeting, outlining changes 
in the government of today and 
discusaing the soles tax.

Following the Puerto Rico de- 
bate, the George Washington team 
will meet William and Mary, 
March 4; University of Florida, 
March 6; and Princeton, April 1. 
All of these debates will take place 
in Washington. They will prob- 
ably also debate against the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina early in 
April; Professor Roberts said.

The recent invasions of the mid-western schools in the east have 
brought out many conflicts in styles of play, especially the pick-off 
and pivot plays, George E. Keogan, Notre Dame coach, criticized the 
referee’s rullngb very severely onr 
his team’s recent invasion of the 
east. Keogan Is considered an 
outstanding authority on the “ins 
and outs” of basketball. 

In the east it is Illegal to use 
the block or pick-off play unless 
the player involved is handling the 
ball. The mid-western coaches 
consider it good basketball if a 
player blocks off his team-mate’s 
man — whether he has the ball or 
not — and enables his team-mate to 
score. The mid-west believes that 
a player is entitled to any part of 
the floor, if he is there first. 

Pivot Popular in Weat 
The pivot play, one of the main 
reasons for official’s gray hair, is 
the main style of attack in the 
mid-west, while the east limits its 
use. It is very difficult to 'deter- 
mine whether the offensive or de- 
fensive man commits the foul. The 
pivot man of the offense takee a 
position just inside ,the foul line 
and maneuvers himself into a po- 
sition where he can’t mite his snot 
or will bo the means of aiding a 
team-mate More e “sure” shot.
